(1) an agency may not require, or enforce any law 
or regulation to the extent that such law or regulation 
requires, that any person maintain, prepare, or produce 
any record (other than a record relating to a dangerous 
material), after the expiration of four years after the 
date of the transaction or event which is or is to be the 
subject of such record; and 

(2) an agency may not commence an action, suit, 

or proceeding against any person for enforcement of a 

law or regulation or for collection of any civil fine, 

penalty, or forfeiture, after four years from the date of 


the act or failure to act which is the subject of such 
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action, suit, or proceeding, or fine, penalty, or forfeit- 
ure. 
(b) For purposes of this section— . 
(1) “agency” has the meaning given such term in 
section 551(1) of title 5, United States Code; 
(2) “dangerous material” means— 
(A) hazardous waste, as defined in section 
1004 of the Resource Conservation and Recovery 
Act of 1976 (42 U.S.C. 6903); and 
(B) byproduct, source, or special nuclear ma- 
terial, as defined in section 11 of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954 (42 U.S.C. 2014); 
(3) “person” includes and. individual, corporation, 
partnership, and an association; and 
(4) “regulation” means the whole or part of a 
statement by an agency regarding the applicability or 
enforceability of a provision of law. 
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
